COUNSEL MAKES AN 
APPLICATION 


When the ss Van - Heutsz 
piracy case came before Mr 
Latimer nt Kowloon Court today 
for another formal nadjourn- 
ment, Mr A. J. Clifford, repre- 

. senting one of the seven defen-, 
dants charged in connection 
with the crime, made an applica- 
tion for the return of part o 
the money and articles seized by 
Police. The application was 
made under Section 41 of the 
Magistrate’s Ordinance. 

On behalf of Keung Kin-chung, 
allas Lul Pul, the second defendant, 
Mr Clifford said that Police investi- 
gations should have been completed 
fn the caso and any property tat 
had been clarified not connected with 
or had no bearing on the case should 
be released and returned to his client 
as means of livelihood for his wife 
and to obtain legal assistance for 
his defence, : 

‘Mr Clifford asked for the return 
of $1,000 and some gold ornaments 
which he said belonged to the do- 
fendant’s wife, and the US$100 
which was in no way connected with 
the case os there had been no Joss of 
US currency In the alleged piracy. 

“Anything that can be returned or 
should be returned, should . be 
handcd over at the carllest possible 
opportunity," submitted Mr Clifford. 


POLICE OBJECTIONS . 

While agreeing to the return of 
the US$100 to the sccond defendant's 
wife; Mr L. R. Whant, ADCI, raised 
strong objection regarding the hand- 
ing over of any gold articles and the 
$1,000. 

Mr Whant said there were over 
2,000 passengers aboard the Van

and It was dificult to get the vic- 
tims to come {fo identify thelr losses 
and they were scattered. in many 
different :ports and places.

London. May  12.—Thanking tho 
oMcers of-the Britlsh Administra- 
tion in Palestine for thelr services, 
the Prime Minister, Mr Clement 
Attlee, declared today that history 
“Qi honour their achtevements.” 

In a message to Sir Alan Cunning- 
ham, ‘the High Commissioner for 
Palestine, the Prime Minister, re- 
ferring to the ending of the British 
mandate on Saturday, wrote: 

“The hopes with which we took 
up the mandate have not been ful- 
filled, and wo say farewell to the 
peoples of Palestine in conditions 
trapically different from those to 
which it had been our purpose to 
\ead_ them. 

“But oven at this time of our 
gveatest disappointment, when 50 
much of the’ constructive work, 
done over many years for the 
benent of alt communities, is 
threatencd with destruction, the 
oMcers of the Palestine service have 
no cause for -self-reproach, or for 
any‘sense of personal fallure. 

“Faced with the most intractable 
problems, rewarded with baseless 
calumnics and imputations of 
partiality, often in personal danger, 
they have established a tradition of 
Joyal public service which should be 
que 
thoritics succeed us, 


“We recall with special pride the 
gallant record of the Palestine police 
forces, and ‘we remember at this 
time those members of the Force, 
as well ‘as of the Civil Service, 
whose lives have been sacrificed.’

“Since our basic purpose was to 
renfiirm the formal position of this 
Government from the mass of un- 
oficial statements, our responsibillty 
was to mako clear the position of 
the United States Government, and 
of the Untted States alone. ' 

“General Bedell Smith did not 
ask for any general discussion or 
nepotlations. We have had a lon 
and bitter ‘experience with su 
efforts. This Government had no 
intention: of entering into bilateral 
negotiations with the ‘Sovict Go- 
vernment on matters relating to the 
interests of other governments. 

“The discussion of any proposals 
in regard to outstanding issucs 
which the Sovict Government may 
have had in mind, must, as a matter 
of course, be conducted in the “body 
chorgyed with responsibility. -fur 
these questions.” ‘ 

BARRAGE. OF QUESTIONS 

To an immediate barrage of ques- 
tlons, Mr Marshall said he had 
“nothing in mind on further com- 
munications ta M. Molotov at the 
present timo", 

Undetlining the meaning of hia 
prepared statement, he insisted that 
there must be specific proposals and 
not just genernl discussions. “These 
discussions must have a practical 
possibility of success," he said. 

,To another question, he ‘agreed 
that the initiative {n the matter now 
was largely up to the Sovict Gov- 
ernment. There were a number of 
flelds open at tho present time. He- 
continued, where important work 
could be done to the benefit of the 
world, 

He asserted that fundamentally 
M: Molotov’s reply to General 
Bedell Smith's original statement did 
not reveal, ‘In his-.opinion, any 
change of view, : 

He then drew the attention of 
journalists especially to n passage 
in M. Molotov’s' statement in which 
the Sovict Foreign Minister said: 
“The Soviet Government can only 
welcome this statement ‘of the 
United . States Government, for, os 
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ig known, it has always pursued ao }- 


policy of pence and co-operation 
towards the United States, which 
always met with the unanimous 
approval and support of the peoples 
of the USSR. ‘ 
“The USSR declarea that it in- 
tends also in the future to pursuc 
this—- policy ~—with-- complete — con- 
sistency.” 

Mr Marshall commented: “That-is 
avery important statement.” He 
looked up. and repeated; “That is 
a very important statement, I am 
sure the world will watch with in- 
terest to see with what consistency 
this policy is pursucd.” : 


CONFIDENCE BROKEN 


Returning to the reasons for 
initiating the original approach to 
M. Molotov. the Seeretary of State 
said that the need of restating 
United States policy to the Russian 
Government was considered im- 
portant because “sometimes you be- 
lieve your own propaganda Lf it gocs 
on long enough.” 

Mr Marshall-regretted that Russia 
had! broken confidence in relcasing 
details of the diplomatic exchanges. 
/ “We assumed that they were 
confidential discusslons,” he told his 
press conference. “We regret the 
development because a diplomatic 
exchange Is the sole remaining field 
in which controversies can be dealt 
with without being influenced by 
advance public reaction.” 

Mr. Marshall stressed that, while 
Moscow Radfo had published allt of 
M. Molotov’s remarks, it had only 
given o slight reference to the state= 
ment of General Bedell Smith.—
